' ſucceflively were each compoſed of 365 Days, and 
te 4th of 366, which was therefore called Biſſeætile 
or Leap Year, becauſe the Day added to February that 
Year, was intercalated between the 23 and 24) of that 
Month, and both it and the Day following were ac- 
cording to the Kowzar Computation, called the 6 of 
the Calends of March. But this Year being about at 
Minutes longer than the true Solar Year, occafioned 
the Equinoxes and Solſtices, depending upon the true 
Solar e not to keep always the ſame Part or Time 
of our Civil Year, but to vary every Year about 11 
Minutes (viz. 10 Minutes and 48 Seconds) and con- 
ſequently about a whole Day in 133 Years; which 
Pope Gregory XIII. obſerving, undertook a Reforma- 


2 tion of the Julian Year, which he finiſhed in 1582. 


In this Reformation he lookt no farther back than 
the Time of the Council of. Nice which was held 
A. D. 325. And finding the Ferna! Equinox was 
then on the 21 of March, he ordered xo Days of that 
Year (1582) to be omitted, which was done by cal- 
ling the 5th of OZober the 15th; by which Means the 
next Vernal Equinox, which otherwiſe would have 
been on the 11th, fell on the 21ſt of March: And to 
prevent Errors of the like Nature for the Future, he 
ordered the ſubtracting of 3 Days from every 1 
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lution of 400 Years, which was to be done by gmit- 
ting the 29th Day of Feb. at the End of 3 Centuries 
ſucceſſively, and at the End of the 4th to retain it. 
As the Solar Tear inſtituted by Julius Ceſar is from 
him called the Julian Year, as alſo the 014 Seile; fo 
that introduced by Pope Gregory, is called the Gre-, 
gorian Year, or New Stile, and 1s uſed in Holland, Italy, 
France, Spain, and wherever the Pope's Authority is 
acknowledged.
